Five. years ago only one or two 
private firms were ina position’ to build Ware 
ships, bot at the preser( time war-shipa can be 
built at any of the shipbuilding yatds, and the 
Nippon Vusen Kaisha steaniers on the Furo-- 
pean and Australian lines are now constructed 
in Japan, the *! home-made” vessels being io, 
no way inferior (o those built in Evrope and- 
America; but at present the maverials have to 
be imported from abroad. The. Kawasaki 
Dock’ Yard Company’ keeps in stock ship- 
building materials imported from Europe and 
America to the value of Y2,500,0¢o, on whichthe 
Dock Yard has of course to pay heavy interest. 

OF Jate the manufacture of accessories for ship: 
building has considerably grown in Osaka and 
the factories there are now able to supply such. 
pecessaries as paint, compasses, and other 
materia's, besides certain fittings for state 
rooms, &c., which up to. now have had to be 
imported. The steed plate, which forms the 
largest part of the materials for building sbips, 
“still has. to be secured from Europe and 
America. . Stee! plate is manufactured at the

D. ‘Thomson's 
office, appeared for the plaintiffs, Mr,” REC. 
Master, of Mesats. Johnion,, Stokes and Master, 
representing the defendant firm.’ In this case 
‘the facts weye that the defendants contracted 
-with the plaintiffs. for the latter’ to- dig 105,0co 
pits and thetein: to plant‘srrail fir trees, or sow 


fir seed as required, on certain land in the New. 


Territory, the trees and seed to he aupplied by, 
the defendant firm. The pits were to be ready: 
by Chinese New Year, and they were dug 
within contract time, but plaintiffs could not 
obtain either the trees or seed from the de- 
fend. nt firm, being put off with various excuses 
‘of their not having arrived, or not being ready. 
This went on till the 4ih May, when the 
plaintiff's fokis, finding they had no work to do,, 
band no immediate prospect of being paid for 
the work they bid already done, lef. the 
plaintiffs and got’ work elsewhere. Repeated 
applications were made to the: defendant. 
firm fur the mioney due by them to the plaintiffs. 
‘but the latter simply put them off and told them 
to wait, Subsequently they raised the excuse. 
that the pits wefe not'of thev proper size, and) 
then that p aintiffs had not fulfilled their con+ 
tract, as they had not planted any ees or seed + 
The contract, provided that the def:ndant firm’ 
was to supply the trees and seed, and that they 
were all to be -planted by the Chinese ‘New 
Year, but a3 defendants‘failed to ‘supply | them 
it was the defendants who broke the contracy 
and nat the plaintiffs. - 

Evidence having been called in sages of 
the above statements, the ,case for the com- 
plainant closed. 

Mr Master, in upetad the case for the de- 
fence, said that fhe defendants’ admitted that 
a contact was entered into, but it was with 
paintiffs' firm, and not with them individually, 
As regards the price, it was absurd to say that 
the contract was. for eleven cash per pit dug 
and tree or seed planted therein.

When the carpenters at the Kowloon. Docks 
last week presented a’ demand for increased’ 
wages, which was accompanied by. the threat 
that the operatives would go on strike, if. their 
. demand was not complied with, a meeting. was | 
held of afl the owners of ship-bislding and’ 
shiprepairing yards in the Cotony. - It was 
decided .that the demand should be re- 
-Sisted | Every firm, European and Chivese, 
with a single conspicuous exception, agreed 
(a the only. expedient line of-action ua- 
der the circumstance. As the carpenters 
continued to leave the works, the. owners 
remained to.all sppearances indifferent to 
them until, speakiog as regards the largest 
establishment, practically all the men had left 
the works excepting the foremen carpeaters,. 
By virtue of the concerted action agreed upon 
the men ‘Could not all hops to obtnin employ- 
ment ‘even though @ single firm wasactually 
paying the higher rate of wages. Fortunately 
for the labour condition of the Colony the firm 
in question is:far from. being- anything like 
the principal employers of lebour so that their 
works soon had a sufficiency of the’ skilled 
men for whose, services they were paying a 
larger rate of wage’ that currently obtined in 
the Colony. . = 

‘The strikers could not hold out topger dina 
their. means would allow them, and when the 
wherewithal to sustain the strike began to give 
out the men, bad ultimately to give in. Yes- 
terday a number of men began to troop in pas, 
the gatekeepers at the Kowloon ‘yards, and this 
morning, we believe, the sumber of carpenters: 
resuming duty was largely. increased, [t is 
expected that by to-morrow, or during: the 
week, the strike will ba completely over, and 
the work in the carpenteys! ‘department at Kow- 
loon will proceed. with as much energy. ‘and 
vigour.as before, ; ‘
